New Pontiff Issues 
Plea For World Peace 
In First Radio Talk 


VATICAN CITY <«UP) 
Pius XII. assuming his duties as 
leader of the Catholic Church. 
broadcast to the world today a plea 
for peace and good will among na- 
tions. 

Speaking from the Sistine Chapel 
in which he was elected the 262nd 
Pope only yesterday in succession 
to Pius XI. the new Pope said: 

“Peace means mutual under- 
standing and cordial collaboration 
in the great human family for true

progress and civilization. The first 
message of the successor to St. Pet- 
er can not be anything else but a 
message of peace, of that peace with 
which the Almighty rewards those 
who beseech, desire and prepare for 
peace with a pure heart ... . 

“We hope for peace, for that 
peace for which our prerecessors 
prayed and for which he offered 
his life to God.” 

It had been forecast, when he 
was elected, that the new Pope's 
reign would be one dedicated to 
world pacification He mentioned 
world peace three times during his 
brief speech. 

Before the service of homage, the 
Pope had approved Sunday, March | 
12, as his coronation day.

That apples and winter pears 
from the Pacific Coast are hard to 
sell is ‘purely a state of mind,” re- 
ports John Hall, representative for 
the Oregon-Washington Pear Bu- 
reau and Pacific Northwest Fruits. 

He cites a recent experience in 
South Bent, Indiana, where a groc- 
er started with purchases of two 
boxes of winter pears and built it 
up to 100 boxes this winter. Only 
four blocks away. the buyer for a 
retail store reported that selling any 
western apples was difficult, and 
Selling Pacific Coast pears was out 
and the question entirely. 

“I feel this is a good indication 
that handling any commodity that 
has merit, or not handling it, is 
purely a state of mind upon the 
part of the produee buyer,” says 
Mr. Hall

Train Your Child 


To Boss Himself | 


Can Escape Family Tensions, Build Firm Foundation of 
Character in This Way, Myers Says 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


IF WE can train the child to boss 
himself, as he should, we can escape 
many family tensions, enjoy good 
family companionship and build 
firm foundations of character in the 
child. We shall not be satisfied un- 
til the child has learned to bring 
himself in from play, send himself 
to bed, prepare himself for school 
—and all without prompting. 

When these habits are well culti- 
vated, you can make certain com- 
mands just once or twice a year, 
telling your child once in October, 
for example, when to come in from 
play each evening thereafter until 
next spring. Why should you have 
to call him each and every evening? 
A good rule is to have him come 
into the house from outdoors when 
the lights go on. Now if you go out 
each evening to call your child, of 
11, say, he may choose to ignore 
or disobey you rather than to have 
other children think he is unduly 
bossed, even if he thinks punish- 
ment faces him. But if the appear- 
ance of the lights is his signal, he 
can, with dignity and self-respect, 
announce to his playmates that he 
is going in. 

Assigning Jobs 

Assign jobs about the home 
gradually. Begin with only one. 
Add no more until that one has been 
running well without your constant 
supervision. If, in the meantime, 
your child should volunteer to help 
you about the house, express warm 
approval of his generosity. But 
don’t get it into your head that be 
cause he has chosen cheerfully to 


do the thing of his own accord, you 
ought to impose it as a regular duty 
thereafter, else you take away from 
him all the pleasure from his volun- 
tary efforts and spoil your chances 
for winning his co-operation. 

Many things he will do if you will 
only let him. Boy or girl, the child 
over seven or eight might want to 
try a hand at cooking or baking. 
You may be surprised at how well 
he can, if given the opportunity, 
follow a recipe. As early as the age 
of ten he might be very happy if 
allowed to plan and prepare a meal 
alone, for the family, even to the 
extent of doing the shopping. 


Buy Own Clothes 


We hope he long has had the op- 
portunity to help buy his own 
clothes, and that by the age of 15 
he will be able to do such shopping 
alone; that he will make and keep 
his own dental appointments, go to 
the barber often enough without be- 
ing told, and take the responsibility 
for pressing, cleaning and repair- 
ing his own clothes. 

By the time your child has en- 
tered school, he ought to have 
learned to use an allowance weii. so 
that in senior high schoo] yeu can 
give him, at the beginning of each 
month, a check to cover all his 
needs, including clothes, for thet 
month. Be sure the allowance 
scheme is based on a budget made 
by him before the money is received, 
and that this budget calls for a def 
nite amount, however small, that | 
may spend as he sces fit. Otherwise, 
he may gain very little education in 
the proper use of money.

TRAFFIC SAFETY DRIVE 
RENEWED T0 HOLD 
EARLIER GAINS 


CHICAGO, (li?) — The National 
Safety Council called for renewed 
vigor in traffic safety campaigns to- 
day after noting a decline in the na- 
tion’s “life saving” rate. 


The council reported there were 
2500 traffic deaths in the nation 
during January, 160 fewer than 
during the first month of 1938, but 
a 6 per cent decline from the rate 
of improvement maintained during 
1938. 

During all of 1938, the council re- 
ported, monthly fatality totals 
ranged from 13 to 25 per cent un- 
der the figures for corresponding 
months of 1937.
